" 3ie]|rribune has, according 
to' most students on campus, 
greatly improved its coverage 
and lay-out over the last year.

We're 
not a burden to Students' Socie- 
ty. I don't know if I can work 
with Daily."

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Federal governmeni shirks educational duty 



OTTAWA (CUP) — A 

report made public bv Secretary 
of State Walter. McLean March 
14, says the federal government 
should tie its funding of educa- 
tion to provincial contribùîiohs, 
Increasing or decreasing its 
transfers with provincial in- 
•■ itiatives. 

The report says such a 
measure, .would encourage the 
proyimlesjo increase their spen- 
diitg^'ori^pbst-secondary educa- 
tion. ; However, the report also 
, points out that four provinces 
■ — B.C., Manitoba, Ontario 
; and Newfoundland — have, 
sinceil£7,7iisteadily reduced, the 
aniolâîtttr^Kavë^^paid k 
' education operating grants. If 
i this continues, federal transfers 
i providing 80 per cent of higher 
' education finding will plum- 
met. 

At least half of the provincial 
governments rely almost solely 
on federal funds to fînance 
universities and colleges. 
Signincant education cuts by a 
provincial government would 
thus be multiplied, crippling 
colleges and universities. 

Similarly, an increase in fun- 
ding would cause a sudden 
[boom, while discouraging 
education 'profiteering* . The 
report notes that B.C. will make 
a profit of about $20 million in 
education transfer payments for 
education. 

This year, B.C. received $482 
million but only passed^$462. 
million of it to universitû 
colleges. 

Since 1977, British Columbia 
! has reduced its share of provin- 
cial education funds by more 
than 25 percent. Manitoba has 
I made cuts of over 22 per cent. 
Ontario has decreased its por- 
tion by 15 per cent and New- 
, foundland has done so by more 
^ than 23 per cent. 

"The provinces would now 



have a powerful incentive to 
move towards the Gross Na- 
tional Product rate in increasing 
their grants to universities and 
colleges, since every dollar of 
their increase would, in the 
average case, trigger an 80 per 
cent contribution from the 
federal government," the report 

says.- ■.•.:^;^à^jj^v:.':=..;'^ . 
Donald'^Savagè, ' executive 

secretary on the Canadian 
Association of University 
Teachers, says he is skeptical of 
the "powerful Incentive" for 
the provinces: , / - 



"We want to see real incen- 
tives, not threats. The incentive 
is actually a threat, and not even 
a disguised one, because it clear- 
ly says the federal amount 
would drop In accordance with 
the provinces* spending,'* he 
says. ' 

However, Savage added, he 



ly withdrày^ï||rtinds. They 
would be morally obliged under 
this scheme to chip in more 
money and could only gain by 
doing so, he says. 



Savage says the Tories have 
been nurturing a feeling, of 
goodwill among their provincial 
counterparts. The report's 
recommendations, he adds, are 
simply a continuation of that 
good relationship.

priorities.

Chretien: Raise lie!! 




CALGARY (CUP) - Liberal 
MP Jean Chretien says students 
should kick up a fuss to fight 
cutbacks in education funding. ' 

"Raise hell with your provin- 
cial politicians," Chretien told a 
group of , University of Calgary 
students recently. 

The former cabinet minister 
and current external affairs 
critic said Liberal education 
policies were far superior to 
those of the Tories. He said the' 
Liberals realized mindpower 
was very important to Canada's 
future, and praised education in 
East Asia for realizing the same. 

"I've been in Japan and 
Korea in the past couple of 
months and the future is in 
brains more and more than 
resources," he said. 

"Brains more than riiuscle 
means more equality for women 
in the work force." 

Chretien said his cabinet in 
stigated a 50-50 education fun- 
ding arrangement with the pro- 



vinces, and this deal has 
degenerated under Prime 
Minister Brian Mulroney. 

Provincial allocations have 
been Increased by the federal 
government, he said, but the 
provincial governments have 
been shirking their respon- 
sibilities by actually decreasing 
the amount spent on education. 

What Chretien failed to men- 
tion, however, is • that the 
Liberal government imposed its 
six and five restraint pro- 
gramme on transfer payments 
for education to .'provinces, 
causing a loss of millions of- 
dollars in education funding in 
1983 and 84. The change in the 
' base budget alone will mean a 
difference of $280 million this 
year. 

Chretien said the electorate at 
voting time did not appreciate 
the changes made by the 
Liberals during their term. 
JiWhat did we get (in 
etuiTÏ)?" he asked. "Kicked 
•but!" 




BRAIN DRAIN 



OTTAWA (CUP) The federal 
government's failure to fund its 
research granting agencies is 
driving ' away hundreds of 
qualified researchers, says a 
leading Canadian geneticist. 

"The biggest challenge of 
science In this country is the 
ability to attract young people 
to stay and do their thing. We 
have not been successful in 
this," says Dr. Louis 
Siminovitch. 

"We really don't have the 
people who can do the work 
here (in Canada).'- 

Siminovitch blamed the 
federal government for the ex- 
odus of researchers. He said the 
government spends too little 
money on research and too' 
much on researchers working In 



isolation in small Institutes 
across the country. He said it 
should instead direct funding to 
top-notch scientists working 
together in central locations. 

The Natural Sciences and 
Engineering Research Council, 
the country's largest research 
granting agency, needs at least 
$40 to $50 million more to fund 
requests for grants to replace 
obsolete equipment and to buy 
new equipment. And another 
granting agency, the Medical 
Research Council, is facing a 
critical $30 million shortfall this 
year. 

Projects for thousaniiis of 
Canadian scientists will be put 
on hold until the federal govern- 
ment comes up with the money.

Heroin's re-entry into Canadian hospitals may not, 
as yet, be official, but the Federal Government is still 
intent on legalizing the highly controversial narcotic in 
spite of growing discontent within the health profes-

The debate over heroin use for terminally ill patients 
has been frequently emotional, sometimes factual, and 
nior^fter^than ribtc^^^ The return of the nar- 
cotic from it's 30 year absence from medical use has 
caused considerable fear, as a result of misinforma- 
tion, distortion, and misunderstanding on the part of 
both the public and the medical profession. 



Medical use of heroin 
endorsed by CMA 

Last August, the Canadian 
Medical Association (CMA) en- 
dorsed the legalization of heroin 
as a médical drug iri Canada.' 

The resolution, passed at the 
CMA's annual convention in 
Winnipeg, requested "the 
Government , : of .,>Canada^im- 
mediately resunie^lhe^licensing 
for importation, manufacture 
and sale of diacetyl morphine 
(heroin) for medical purposes." 

Following the CMA's lead 
and allegedly popular opinion, 
the Minister of National Health 
and Welfare Jake Epp announc- 
ed in the House of Commons on 
December 20 that "it is the in- 
tention, of the Government of 
leigaliz^i^Guiadalthe medical 
use of heroin^ ifbr^the^termlnall^ 
ill and ■Ihbse^in^iniractablc 
pain." 

The announcement has since 
sparked a flurry of controversy. 
Heroin controversy 

At a January 23 press con-;, 
fercnce at the Hyatt Regency in 
Montréal, Jew^laude Mar- 
quis, presiderit^oi^jfiefOrdre de 
Pharmaciens du Québec (OPQ), 
said the Minister of Health's 
decision is "premature, ill- 
informed and politically 
motivated." 

Marquis said the Minister ig- 
nored the opinions of most of 
the <^pcils . in the profession, 
and a(^j«^ithe Government of 
basinfwQmiibn on a Toronto 
Gallup poll survey, conducted 
in June. Seventy-three per cent 
of those polled thought physi- 
dansM ^Q j ildj.. be allowed to 
pmcnDcfSSroih to relieve pain 
among terminally ill patients. 

"You can rest assured that if 
the Minister refuses to recon- 
sider and take an'intelligent and 
human decision, I will do 
everything in my power to pre- 
vent the use of heroin in Québec 
as long as the necessity is not 
proven," said Marquis at the 
press conference. 



• Heroin debate not 
confined to Canada ! 

The dispute over thé medical 
use of heroin is raging in several 
other countries as well, in-, 
eluding the United States. It has 
forced the World Health 
Organization (WHO), the 
American Pharmaceutical 
Association (APhA), the 
American Medical Association 
(AMA), the Canadian Cancer 
Society (CCS), and many ex- 
perts world-wide to speak out 
and state their opposition to the 
reinstatement as heroin as a 
painkiller. 

In the U.S. 
Canada's — 
sionatCvPain 



a Bill similar to 
"the Compas- 
Relief Act" — 
would have allowed the limited 
dispensing of heroin to patients 
dying with intractable pain. The 
Bill was soundly defeated by the 
U.S. House of Representatives 
in September. 

In Canada, two Bills — C-2 1 3 
and .C-221 — were withdrawn 
so the^Tory government could 
enact its own - legislation per- 
suant to its said intentions. This 
decision means a clinical study 
comparing the effects of heroin, 
morphine and hydro-morphine, 
originally planned for this year, 
will not go ahead. 

In some countries 

Heroin is legal for therapeutic 
purposes in 38 countries 
throughout the world. 
However, only England claims 
its use, and not all doctors are 
required to adopt the drug. 

Following a 1976-77 report, 
Cicely Saunders, founder and 
medical director of St. 
Christophers Hospital in 
Sydenham, London, said that 
since nearly all the doses of 
analgesics are administered 
orally through the mouth, mor- 
phine is the narcotic of their 
choice. 

England consumes 195 Of the 
198 kilos of morphine manufac- 
tured annually worldwide. The

Overall, doctors in Britain 
have increased their use of the 
drug nearly four times during 
the last 10 years and have 
gradually decreased their use of 
morphine.

issue of pain management. Con- 
cern at the time (1954) was 
aroused because of growing il- 
legal trade and because of the 
dangerously high level of addic- 
tion the narcotic has on the 
user. 

In 1982, 734 people were 
charged in Canada in connec- 
tion with heroin. Québec itself 
accounts for 25.2 per cent of 
that total. In Britain, where 
legal prescriptions are available, 
there are an estimated 50,000 
addicts. 

Of those addicts treated in 
rehabilitation centres, an 
estimated 70 per cent will return 
to the drug the first time they 
get out.' 

Research conducted over a 10 
year span at the Addiction 
Research Unit of the Institute of 
Psychiatry in London found 
that of 100 samples, 38 per cent 
had become abstinent from 
opiates and were leading' 
reasonably ordinary lives with 
no major problems with other 
drugs. Another 38 per cent, 
however, were still attending 
clinics and receiving prescrip- 
tions. Fifteen per cent had died 
of overdoses. The remaining 
nine per cent were of equivocal 
or uncertain status. 

Heroin is one of a group of 
drugs derived from and similar 
to opium. The opiates include 
opium and its derivatives such 
as morphine, heroin, codeine, 
and synthetic opiates such as 
methadone. Most of the world's 
illegally. . manufactured heroin 
comes from poppies grown in 
Turkey, Iran and in the 
"Golden Triangle" of Burma, 
Laos and Kampuchea. 

Heroin in the i,. 
legislative chamber 

The drive to push heroin into 
the legislative chamber is largely 
due to the efforts of Dr. Ken- 



victims, severely ' burned 
children, children during the 
terminal stages of malignancy, 
women having difficulty during 
labour, and as a calmer for ap- 
prehensive patients. 

The British currently use the 
same system that Dr. William 
Ghent, who Headed the CMA 
committee which recommended 
the narcotic's reinstatement, 
proposed last fall. Addicts, as in 
Britain, would be given a choice 
of either legal prescriptions or 
voluntarily submitting to a 
rehabilitation centre for even- 
tual withdrawal. This, Ghent 
reasons, would, eliminate traf- 
flckers'as well as educate people 
about the dangers of the drug. 

But not everyone in England 
agrees. 

Some think morphine 
Is better 
Dr. Robert Tycross of .Ox- 
ford, England, commonly cited 
as the world's foremost expert 
on the topic, has ironically stop- 
ped prescribing it. 

Tycross published a review of 
the use of heroin in treating ter- 
minal illness in 500 cancer pa- 
tients back in the cariy '70s. The 
initial doses of heroin ranged 
from 2.5 to 10 milligrams every 
four hours and was increased 
overtime to meet each patients 
needs. The study concluded that 
85 per cent received adequate 
pain relief. 

• The review has since been 
refuted on the grounds it did 
not attempt to conduct 
variables such as patient's age, 
disease type or stage, comcomi- 
tant use of other drugs, and 
placebo effects. 

According to a study he 
published in 1977, he now ad- 
vocates morphine.

JHeroin unethical? 
In an open letter to the Cana- 
dian Medical Association Jour- 
nal, the Forensic Psychiatric 
Services commission of the B.C. 
Ministry of Health said "the use 
of heroin for relief of crohic 
pain is not only medically out- 
dated, socially undesirable, and 
eyen dangerous, but also totally 



irrelevant iof|the|conflict bet- 
ween- the govemihent and the 
profession, and a betrayal of 
our medical ethics." 

Is heroin the 
best painkiller? 
Of the 40,000 patienu who 
die of cancer in Canada each 
year, an estimated two-thirds 
suffer severe intractable pain. 
While the standards of medical 
care has consistently risen in the 
last few years, with some of the 
cancer victims, not all of the 
pain is successfully dealt with. 

Dr. Arthur Upman, Pro- 
fessor of Clinical Pharmacy and 
Chairperson fo the Department 
of Pharmacy Practice at the 
University of Utah, says this is 
not due to the lack of a needed 
drug, but rather to available 
drugs not being used optimally. 
Lipman says great strides have 
been successfully^ken into the 
understanding of cancer pain in 
the last decade, but the infor- 
mation has "not yet been ade- 
quately disseminated." 

"Patients will fail on im- 
properly dosed heroin as fre- 
quently as they fail on im- 
properly dosed morphine," said 
Lipman. "If the energy being 
spent to legalize heroin were 
spent on teaching health profes- 
sionals how to use the available 
drugs properiy, patients would 
truly benefit." 

Lipman pointed out the very 
real dangers involved with 
legalizing heroin. 

The Dangers 
He said that due to heroin's 
high lipophilicity (absorbabili- 
ty) and easy passage through the 
blood brain barrier, heroin 
causes a "rush" following an 
intervenous injection. It has an 
earlier onset of action, is more 
sedative, and causes less 
vomiting than morphine. He 
added that morphine has a 
longer duration of action. 

"There is," says Lipman, "a 
very real risk to the legitimiza- 
tion of heroin. It is the agent of 
choice of the narcotic abuser. 
Clinically, the effect is 
detrimental. We want patients 
to be able to have clear thought 
processes — not obtundation." 

Many people fear that there 
will be increases in trafficking 
and that the pharmacies will be 
the target. "We are concerned 
about the safety of the 
supplies," said Dr. Fox, a phar- 
macist at the Montréal General 
Hospital. "This worries us." 

The government's move to 
make heroin accessible to 
cancer victims is, say health 
practitioners, an impetuous 
remedy that has many in the 
profession questioning the 
government's motives. 

"The CMA took its action on 
the basis on emotional pleas," 
says Lipman, "not scientific 
data. Everyone wants to pro- 
vide as much comfort for pa- 
tients dying with cancer as 
possible."

Marquis insists legalization is 
"a political move because peo- 
ple want it and its popular. It is 
apparent that the minister does 
not have a good knowledge of 
the situation."

There were about 90 people in 
Leacock 26 last Wednesday night. 
Most of them were Arabs or 
Jews. As the speaker developed 
his theme, the tension grew. At 
first, there was only muttering, 
head shaking and looks of 
disbelief. By the end, at least IS 
people were shouting insults at 
the speaker. The rest of the au- 
dience was on their feet, giving 

him a standing ovation. 

The topic was "Israers Sacred Ter- 
rorism". The speaker, invited by the 
Arab Students' Association, was Ralph 
Schoenman, present director of the 
Committee In Defense of the Palestinian 
and Lebanese peoples and former vice- 
president of the Bertrand Russell Foun- 
dation of London. 

Schoenman, who is himself a Jew, 
said his aim in the lecture was to destroy 
several^. myths .about Zionism: 
OPalèstitîe was a land without a people. 
This myth supports colonisation or 
Palestinian people by Israel. 2)The myth 
of Israeli democracy 3)The myth of 
security as Israel's reason for military at- 
tacks. 4)Thc myth of the Zionist move- 
ment as the moral legaty of the 
Holocaust. 

He presented a mass of evidence in 
support of these points. His lecture con- 
sisted almost entirely of quotes of 
Jewish and Zionist leaders (Jabaiinsky, 
Begin, Meir, Ben Gurion, and various 
Rabbis and Jewish historians) detailed 
accounts of witnesses, accompanied by a 
series of slides taken in Southern 



by .quoting Menacham Begin, "If it is 
the land of Israel by God's decree, then 

wc arc not conquerors' and not killers. If 
not, then we came to another people's 
land and expelled them, took away their 
land." 

Schoenman said later that "this con- 
ception of God as a real estate agent" 
permeated mainstream Zionist ideology. 

Flatly contradicting Meir's quote he 
sfud.t.hcre^;were only 600,000 Jews com- 
parèâTo'lTîOO.OOO Palestinians in Israel 
in 1947. 

Before the 1947 U.N. Partition the 
Jews (30<7o of population) had 6Vo of the 
land. The U.N. agreement gave them 
50Vo of the best land of Palestine. The 
Palestinians were thrown out of their 
homes and Jewish settlements gradually 
took over. 

Today, for an Israeli citizens to buy 
land or build on Israeli soil, they must 
prove theyvhaye a Jewish mother, a 
Jewish grandmother and a Jewish great- 
grandmother. • 

"Who would doubt the quintessen- 
tially racist nature of such an ideology?" 
said Schoenman. "This racism is 
predicated on the denial of a population 
from who land was taken by force." 

According to Schoenman, Palesti- 
nians were not only dispossessed but 
continue to be persecuted. He claims 
lhat,;siiice_J^,-i^O,000 ^ Palestinians 
hâve :b'een ''Imprisoned and iirtdergone 
sustained and institutionalised torture in 
various Israeli detention centres. 

Schoenman then used the examples of 
the Shabra and Chatila massacres as 
representative .of "Israel's Sacred Ter- 




Lebanon during the war of 1982 and In 
the Palestinian refugee camps of Sabra 
and Chatila. 

He quoted Golda Meir speaking 
before the Israeli parliament in 1969. 
"There was no such thing as Palesti- 
nians. It was not as if we came and threw 
them out and took their country from 
them. They did not exist." 

He insisted that the Zionists could not 
accept that the Palcstiain people had 
rights to the land. He substantiated this 



rorism' 

He quoted from several International 
newspapers'- which - In' different ways 
described the massacre as preplanned by 
the Israeli government. 

The destruction of these camps was 
"part of a long term objective aimed at 
the expulsion of the entire Palestinian 
population from Lebanon," Schoenman 
said. "The goal was to create panic to 
convince the Palestinians of Lebanon 
that they weren't safe in that country." 



He read out an account by a 
mercenary who attacked the camps. This 
man said that he got his orders from 
Israeli officers who supplied the 
mercenaries with Piialangc uniforms 
and directed the killings in the camps by 
megaphone. However, Israeli commis- 
sions set up after the massacre brought 
forth evidence to- deny any direct par- 
ticipation by Israel. j 

Schoenman then presented a series of ' 
slides taken by himself and his wife im- 
mediately after the massacre. 

There were images of hacked bodies, 
of the children and old people. Eyes 
were gouged out, fingers and arms cut 
off to get rlngsj^dbracelets and a seem- 
ingly endles's*'sencs of other atrocities. 
After the shelling and killing, the bodies 
were bulldozed under the rubble of 
homes and buildings. 

"The only way they'll find out how 
many Palestinians were killed is if they 
build a subway in Beruit," read the 
notes of the mercenary. 

Schoenman said this w:^ only one ex- 
ample of the war on the Palestinian peo- 
'plc in Lebanon. 

' "There are mass graves all over 
southern Lebanon, you know," he said. 

The second part of Schoenman's 
speech concentrated on destroying what 
he saw as the Myth of the Zionist move- 
ment as the moral legaty of the 
Holocaust. Some members of the au- 
dience found what he had to say not on- 
ly questionable but offensive. 

Schoenman said that the goals of anti- 
sémites and of Zionists are complemen- 
tary and have been J.so . throughout 
history .^The anti-scmltcs waiitcd to get 
rid of the Jewish people and the Zionists 
wanted the Jewish people to leave their 
countries to colonize Palestine. 

He said Zionists would not support 
rescue missions of Jewish refugees dur- 
ing WW2 when their destination was to 
be other than Palestine. In additlon,-^ 
Schoenman said Zionists wanted 
Palestine to be populated by the young, 
hard working and adaptable; older 
refugees woiild'i:have to take second 
priority for rescue. ^ 

"Enough is enough. No more insults 
and lies," shouted' one member of the 
audience. 

"Asshole get out," said another. 

The reprcsentaive of the Arab 
Students' Association, Tom Dallai, tried 
to bring back order, "If you guys can't 
maintain your cool, you'll have to go," 
he said. 

"No, Tom," relied one audience 
member, "Six million Jews died and he 
is trying to equate Nazis and Jews." 

After the outbreak, the speaker con- 
tinued to quote Jewish historians to 
back up his historical assertion of 
Zionist betrayal of Jews. He said not all 
Jewish organizations obstructed the 
rescue of refugees, but he claims the 
ones that did help were non-Zionist. 

Schoenman ended his talk by saying 
that the State of Israel had adopted a 
Nazi-racist philosophy. This is what he 
called the movement of JudeorNausm. 

Some members of the then^'auTdience 
shouted "Liar, liar, you're sickening". 
These people were drowned out by a 
standing ovation. 

People started shouting statements ac- 
cusing Schoenman of lying, exag- 
gerating, rhetoric and quoting out of 
context. 

Schoenman replied that this attitude 
reflected invinsible ignorance, unex- 
amined faith, and a refusal to confront 
evidence. He counselled the member of 
the audience to "educate himself.

can control wind direction and nerve gas can easily 
blow back on one's own troops were it deployed. 
Accidents happen. What if a nerve gas tanker 
overturned, or a canister on someone's back spr- 
ings a leak? 

If you plan to use nerve gas you must possess an 
antidote first. 

One chemical weapons researcher, Arthur 
Forer, a Professor of Biology at York Univershy 
writes that in "the joint military agreement bet- 
ween the United States, the United Kingdom, and 
Canada, the Canadian role is to sample and to 
monitor agents that arc developed by the U.S. and 
the U.K." 

Canada describes its role in chemical warfare as 
"defensive." In 1970 Canada made the following 
statement to the United Nations: "Canada doer 
not possess any chemical weapons other than the 
devices of the type used for crowd and riot control 
purposes in many countries. Canada does not in- 
tend at any time in the future to use chemical 
weapons in war, or to develop, produce, acquire 
or stockpile such weapons for use in warfare." 

Very clear. Absolutely no chemical weapons or 
chemical weapons research in Canada, 

However the next part of the U.N. statement ex- 
plains McGill's seeming violation. The first 
statements are qualified with "unless these 
weapons should should be used against the 
military forces or civil population of Canada. " 

So it should be no surprise that the new Cana- 
dian policy on chemical weapons research goes 
"there is a potential threat to the Canadian 
Forces, posed by the significant chemical warfare 
capabilities maintained by Warsaw Pact forces. 
The Department of National Defence, therefore, 
continues to conduct research into the </e/e/»s/ve 
(my emphasis) aspects of chemical and biological 
warfare." 

In July of 1983 when the United States Congress 
voted to resume large scale production of nerve 
gas, U.S. vice-president George Bush, faced with a 
spHt vote, broke the tie himself. 

It should be noted that Canada has a govern- 
ment agreement to share biological and chemical 
warfare research with the U.S. and the U.K. 

The Defence Research Establishment Suffield 
(DRES), in Ralston, Alberta, occupies 1,000 
square miles. This large tract of land has been us- 
ed by military personel from the U.S. and U.K. to 
study the dispersal of these weapons. 

In face of Canada's intimate arrangements with 
the U.S. and U.K. military in the field of chemical 
war Forer concludes "thus even were the Cana- 
dian military research solely to be into defensive 
aspects of biological or chemical warfare, it is con- 
tributory to the total goals of all four countries 
(Australia, U.K. U.S.A. and Canada) as part of 
the quadripartite agreement." The United Stales 
makes the gas. We make the antidotes. 

He argues the "perfect" defence which Canada 
is developing through DRES and McGill "is a 
large contribution to offensive capabilities since it 
allows offensive weapons developed by any of our 
three to be used without fear of retaliation." 

According The New York Times the November 
U.S. Senate sub-committee hearing on nerve gas 
didn't succeed to delay production of the gas, but 
did produce one disturbing result. A parade of 
U.S. scientists, brought in to testify, went on 
record saying that in the realm of chemical , war- 
fare there is no significant difference between 
defensive and aggressive research. 

In fact, defensive and aggressive chemical war- 
fare research are one and the same thing — ag- 
gressive research for attack. 

Can we say that having such "defenses" leaves 
the people of Canada at least a potential advan- 
tage of protection against chemical attack. Not 
unless, when our professors at McGill succeed 
with their antidotes and protective devices, every 
citizen, like every soldier, can recicve their pill and 
protective body gear in the brief moment between 
the wind and the death.
